STANFORD — Using a 
rarely executed procedure, 
Stanford Mayor Bill Miracle 
has returned a veto of an 
ordinance to Stanford City 
Council. 

Council members voted 3- 
1 last week to lower the 


salary for the next mayor of 
Stanford from its current 
level of $30,000 per year to 
$18,000 per year with 
reduced health insurance 
benefits. 

But Miracle warned at the 
March 6 meeting he was 
going to consider vetoing the 
ordinance and on Tuesday 
evening he attempted to 


deliver the veto at a special 
called meeting. 

Only one council member 


— Scottie Ernst — attended 
the special meeting, meaning 
there was no quorum of 


members to call the meeting 
to order. 

Miracle said Councilman 
Mike Southerland was 
unable to make the meeting 
because he is busy running 
his newly opened restaurant 
in Danville. City Clerk Dana 
Taylor said councilmen 
Eddie Carter and Bobby 
Wilkinson cited health issues 


for their inability to attend. 
Miracle said Councilwoman 
Amy Hazlett was out-of- 
town. 

City Attorney John 
Hackley said he consulted 
with the Kentucky League of 
Cities to find out that if a

on uncertain 
footing in house

FRANKFORT A bill 
proposed in this year’s state 
legislature could positively 
impact finding for 911 call 
centers across Kentucky, 
but it faces an unsure future 
in the state house. 

House Bill 391 would 
revamp a lot about the cur¬ 
rent ways Kentucky col¬ 
lects 911 fees from cell 
phone providers and dis¬ 
tributes that revenue to 911 
call centers. 

The bill would rework 
what percentages of rev¬ 
enue go to local call centers 
and what percentages go to 
911 infrastructure grants 
and other improvement 
programs. It would also end 
disparity in fees between 
prepaid and postpaid cell 
phones, and end ’’cost- 
recovery provisions for 
wireless providers,” accord¬ 
ing to supporters. 

But more notably, it 
would increase the current 
70-cent monthly fee 
assessed on cellular compa¬ 
nies for every cell phone 
account to $ 1 — and tie that 
rate in future years to the 
consumer price index(CPI), 
which is an indicator of 
inflation. 

Supporters of the bill say 
it was a mistake not to tie 
the 70-cent amount to the 
CPI when it was first insti¬ 
tuted in 1998. Charging $1 
per month in 2014 is the 
same as charging 70 cents 
in 1998 after adjusting for 
inflation, they say. 

Inflation data from the 
U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics confirms that 
claim. 

Russ Clark, the director

Lincoln responders facing increasing workloads

STANFORD — The number of 911 
calls handled in Lincoln County has 
increased by more than a third over the 
past five years, with much of the 
increase coming from general com¬ 
plaints handled by police and ambu¬ 
lance runs handled by EMS agencies, 


an analysis of 911 data by The Interior 
Journal has shown. 

Emergency responders say they’re 
aware of the rise in 911 activity and 
they expect it to continue rising for the 
foreseeable future, raising questions of 
the need for increased staffing — and 
consequentially, increased funding. 

Stanford Police Department saw the 
largest increase in 911-call workload of 


any Lincoln County agency, swelling 
by 3,374 calls from 5,118 in 2009 to 
8,492 calls in 2013, according to the 
analysis of call records from Bluegrass 
911, the agency that provides 911 serv¬ 
ice for Lincoln and Garrard counties. 

The Lincoln County Sheriff and 
Stanford EMS agencies also saw sub-

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Stanford Goodwill sees donations drop during hard winter

STANFORD 

Goodwill stores across 
Kentucky are facing dona¬ 
tion shortages this winter, 
but Stanford’s Goodwill 
has been hit especially hard 
compared to the rest of the 
state. 

Donations of used items 
to the local Goodwill are 
down 16 percent in January 
and February compared to 
donation numbers in the 
same two months last year, 
according to statistics from 
Goodwill Industries of 
Kentucky. 

Statewide, Goodwill 
stores have received about 
10,000 fewer donations 


than last year in January 
and February. 

“That’s a big number for 
us. It translates into about 7 
percent statewide,” said 
Heather Hise, a spokes¬ 
woman for Goodwill. “We 
are used to being down in 
donations every year 
January through March ... 
but this year has been par¬ 
ticularly bad and we think 
that’s because of the winter 
weather we’ve had.” 

The decrease in dona¬ 
tions threatens Goodwill’s 
goal of providing jobs for 
people who might not oth¬ 
erwise have a job, Hise 
said.

seat belt is $25. Speeding 
fines start at $20 plus court 
costs, which can vary by 
location. A ticket for driv¬ 
ing 10 miles per hour over 
the limit can quickly reach 
$163.50, Purdy said. 

Fines and court costs for 
driving under the influ¬ 
ence begin around $800, 
Purdy added. That’s before 
considering costs for 
court-mandated classes 
and other expenses 
involved in regaining a 
license. 

Purdy said an important 
focus for KSP is ensuring 
that parents properly 
install child safety seats. 
During a recent free ses¬ 
sion in Richmond, Purdy 
said troopers caught a par¬ 
ent driving through the 
parking lot with her child 
unrestrained in the back 
seat. 

”We gave her the oppor¬ 
tunity to buy a car seat and 
installed it properly for 
her," Purdy said. "We 
checked 5 or 6 other cars 
that day, which doesn’t 
sound like a lot but if they 
were involved in a colli¬ 
sion we would (be) confi¬ 
dent we had done (what 
we could) to keep them 
safe. If we are on the side 
of the road we are not so 
lenient; we are going to 
fight people for it."

mayor cannot return a veto via a special called 
meeting, mailing the veto to the council members 
via certified mail is another option. 

Miracle said he would be mailing the veto to 
council members Wednesday morning. 

The veto kills the controversial ordinance unless 
the city council can muster five votes — one more 
than a simple majority — to override it. 

In previous votes, council members Carter, 
Hazlett, Moser and Wilkinson have voted in sup¬ 
port of the ordinance, while council members 
Ernst and Southerland have voted against it. 

If the veto stands and the council cannot agree 
to set a salary for the next mayor by an early May 
deadline, the salary will remain at its current level, 
said Laura Ross, an attorney with the Kentucky 
League of Cities. 

In Miracle’s veto of the ordinance, he lays out 
multiple reasons he does not support the legisla¬ 
tion: 

• Miracle lists prior votes dating back to 2001 
from Carter and Wilkinson in support of increas¬ 
ing the mayoral salary. Miracle says one of these 
increases was done “in hopes of attracting candi¬ 
dates who would put more time into the oversight 
of the administrative duties of the mayor.” 

• Miracle says details about Stanford such as 
“type of government, population, classification of 
city, square miles of city” and “county seat infor¬ 
mation” were not used to determine an appropriate 
mayoral salary. Miracle says council members 
took a list of other cities’ salaries and “just put 
ours somewhere in the middle.” 

• Miracle says Stanford has undergone positive 
changes in the past few years with the mayoral 
salary set higher. “When comparing apples to 
apples, our city ranks at the very top and does not 
need a setback such as this,” Miracle writes. “I do 
not understand the reasoning behind such a reduc¬ 
tion in the salary. It does not make sense and I do 
not believe it’s in the best interest for the City of 
Stanford.” 

• Miracle says when he presented statistics 
about Stanford to the council to help them deter¬ 
mine a fair salary “it was not even considered.” 

“I believe it was handled irresponsibly and 
incorrectly, so for those reasons, I am vetoing 
this,” the veto reads. 

Council votes for ordinance on March 6 

The March 6 city council meeting continued a 
trend of confrontational episodes between Miracle 
and several council members over the mayoral 
salary issue. 

Miracle began discussion of the issue by calling 
into question salary statistics used by council mem¬ 
bers Carter, Hazlett and Moser to justify reducing 
the Stanford mayoral salary. 

Salary information cited by the council members 
from multiple cities was incorrect and many of the 
cities were also not directly comparable to Stanford 
because their governments are set up differently, 


Miracle alleged. 

Council members who voted for the lower salary 
have based their efforts in part on an informational 
sheet from the Kentucky League of Cities showing 
mayoral and legislative-body pay for 57 Kentucky 
cities with populations between 2,000 and 6,000. 

Miracle said he is uncomfortable with the idea of 
setting Stanford’s mayoral based on how much 
other cities pay. But, he argued, if the council 
chooses to go that route, members should “compare 
apples for apples” and exclude cities with addition¬ 
al executives that Stanford doesn’t have, such as 
city managers, commissioners and daily adminis¬ 
trators. 

“In my opinion, to take 57 cities of a list that 
you’ve obtained and just say, ‘well, we are proba¬ 
bly somewhere in the middle of this’ is not a 
responsible way to try to determine a salary for the 
mayor of our city,” Miracle said. “It was irresponsi¬ 
ble to do that and a lot of the information is inaccu¬ 
rate.” 

Miracle provided council members with a list of 
five cities he believes should be excluded from 
comparison because they operate on a commission 
form of government, in which much of the execu¬ 
tive authority rests with the commission instead of 
the mayor. 

He also provided a list of 23 cities he believes 
should be excluded from comparison because they 
are either Class 5 cities (Stanford is a Class 4 city) 
or they are Class 4 cities that are not also the coun¬ 
ty seat. 

Some of the cities originally considered by coun¬ 
cil members in determining a salary are part of the 
Louisville metropolitan area and have part-time or 
no police or fire departments, Miracle said. 

Miracle said at least two cities remaining on the 
list — Hodgenville and Irvine — had $0 listed for 
their mayors’ salaries, but when he called the city 
halls to confirm, it turned out the mayors made 
$30,000 and $15,000 respectively. 

Miracle said after eliminating the cities he does¬ 
n’t believe should be used, he calculated an average 
mayoral salary of $24,000. Stanford has a larger 
population and more land area than the averages of 
those selected cities, he said. 

Miracle compared the council members’ method 
of choosing a mayoral salary to making a poor 
property value assessment. 

“If you call me to come out and appraise your 
house ... I would go to the PVA but I wouldn’t go 
there and just get a list of 57 houses and come back 
and go through that list and say ... ‘your house is 
worth somewhere in the middle here, maybe 
$18,000,’” Miracle said. “To be quite honest with 
you, that’s the approach that was taken this last 
meeting to get that first reading." 

Miracle’s arguments didn’t seem to persuade any 
council members who had already voted in 
February for the first reading of the ordinance set¬ 
ting the $18,000 salary. 

Miracle and Councilman Eddie Carter sparred 
angrily for half an hour after Miracle finished pre¬ 
senting his research, with Carter asserting strongly 
that the mayor’s position is a part-time job and 
should be compensated as such. 


“It’s a part-time job, mayor. You can say what you 
want to, it’s a part-time job,” said Carter, pounding 
the table for emphasis on the last three words. 

Miracle said being an elected official in Stanford 
means being on-call 24/7, a sentiment Carter said he 
agreed with. Carter responded that Miracle works 
multiple other jobs in addition to being mayor. 

“Mayor, let me tell you something — all last sum¬ 
mer, they come to me, ‘where’s the mayor?’ I don’t 
know, he’s at the drive-in, he’s selling real estate, 
he’s doing this, and you’ve got a right to do it,” 
Carter said. “You’ve got a right to because you’re 
part-time. I don’t know how you can have seven 
jobs, buddy, but you’re part-time, man. I don’t care 
if you put 20 hours out at the drive-in, I ain’t going 
to say nothing, because you’re part-time.” 

Miracle reiterated that he believes the mayor’s job 
should not be classified as part- or full-time. 

“A mayor could make what he wants to out of 
this job. He can make it a $5,000 a year job or he 
could put in an effort to do some things and he can 
make it a big-time job,” Miracle said. “I get tired of 
hearing this part-time thing because I’m going to 
tell you something — you’re being unfair to the cit¬ 
izens when you call it part-time, because here’s 
what they did: when they elected you and me and 
(council members) Scottie (Ernst) and Tom 
(Moser) and Bobby (Wilkinson) into these offices, 
they elected us in here 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week. 

“Whatever the need is and whenever the need is, 
that’s when we’re there. So it’s not a matter of part 
or full time.” 

Carter agreed elected officials are always on-call 
and should give what they need to for the job, but 
was ultimately unpersuaded. The council members 
who support the new salary — himself, Hazlett, 
Moser and Wilkinson — already came together to 
reach a compromise well above what Moser and 
Hazlett wanted the salary to be, Carter said. 

Carter provided a second reading of the ordi¬ 
nance setting an $18,000 salary with a $4,000 
allowance for health insurance and he, Moser and 
Wilkinson voted in favor of passing it; Ernst voted 
against. 

Council members Hazlett and Mike Southerland 
were not present for the meeting. 

Mayor's veto power 

Under state law, Miracle does have the power to 
veto any ordinance approved by city council. 
Miracle is required to return the ordinance 
unsigned to the council and provide reasons for 
the veto within 10 days. 

City Attorney Hackley said Tuesday the council 
can draft a new ordinance setting the mayoral 
salary, but council members “need to get some¬ 
thing together pretty quickly” to meet the state 
deadline for setting the next salary, which he said 
is May 5 this year. 

Hackley said while veto power exists at every 
level of government for the executive authority, 
it’s uncommon to see it exercised in most cases. 

“I have never seen a veto (before this one),” he 
said. “Never saw it; never heard it discussed.”

Goodwill, a non-profit organi¬ 
zation, accepts tax-deductible 
donations of clothing and house¬ 
hold items, then sells those items 
in its stores and uses some of the 
money to pay wages to its employ¬ 
ees. 

Kentucky Goodwill President 
Roland Blahnik said stores are 
seeing a slow-down in customers 
as well as donations, and the com¬ 
bination is causing Goodwill to 
cut back on employee hours. 

“Weather is compounding the 


traditional slow-down we see after 
the holiday season,” Blahnik said. 
“Donations are our lifeblood and 
we need the community to take 
stock of their closets and give 
back to help their neighbors in 
need." 

Statewide, Goodwill stores 
employed about 1,300 
Kentuckians in 2013, paying near¬ 
ly $18 million in “mission-related 
wages” to its workers, according 
to info from Goodwill. The com¬ 
pany also placed 2,470 
Kentuckians into jobs outside 
Goodwill. 

Hise said six people are current¬ 


ly employed at the Stanford 
Goodwill, and the company is in 
the process of hiring a seventh. 

Beyond employment, Goodwill 
also provides other services, such 
as employment counseling, adult 
literacy programs and job training 
programs. 

In order to get donations flow¬ 
ing in again, Goodwill has started 
a statewide donation drive in 
March, named “March Gladness.” 

Hise said people in the Stanford 
community can help out their local 
store by donating, because the 
store resells all of its donations 
locally — donations aren’t usually 


shipped out to other stores. 

“Goodwill relies completely on 
the community for donations ... 
we don’t buy any inventory to sell 
in our stores, we rely completely 
on what’s donated to us,” she said. 
“We urge people to do a little 
spring cleaning; bring whatever 
you’re not using to Goodwill and 
we’ll put it to good use.” 

Hise said something else that’s 
potentially affecting donations to 
Goodwill is alternative donation 
bins being run by for-profit com¬ 
panies. The ability of people to 
claim tax deductions for donations 
to these donation boxes is “ques¬ 


tionable," she said. 

“When donors give to 
Goodwill, there is no question that 
their donation is tax-deductible,” 
she said. 

Hise said the best way to donate 
to the Stanford Goodwill is to 
bring donations through the 
store’s drive-thru during business 
hours. An employee will be avail¬ 
able to help unload the donations 
and provide a tax receipt. 

Beyond clothing, Hise said 
Goodwill accepts donations from 
“every room in your house,” 
including furniture and kitchen 
appliances such as toasters.

When he wrote, “Life for 
me ain’t been no crystal 
stair,” Langston Hughes 
aptly described life for 
many. It doesn’t always 
come like we want it. We 
want good things to hap¬ 
pen, and bad things hap¬ 
pen. But life moves on, and 
we can make something 
better out of the bad things. 

It is a vivid memory; I 
shall never forget it. I sat in 
a banquet room with a 
group of ministers waiting 
for the after dinner speech. 
I had never heard of the 
speaker of the evening, but 
I saw a man at the head 
table sitting in an unusual 
position reacting pleasant¬ 
ly with those around him, 
and I assumed he was the 
speaker. 

In a moment, the man 
was introduced, and reach¬ 
ing for two canes, he arose 
with much difficulty and 
approached the podium. 
His back was bent so that 
he looked to be no more 
than four feet tall. For the 
next forty-five minutes, he 
captivated that audience 
with good humor, wisdom, 
and common sense. 


During that time, he told 
us that, as a young man, he 
was afflicted with the 
worst form of arthritis that 
left him bedridden for two 
or three years, but he 
decided that there was 
more to life for him. With 
difficulty, he got out of 
bed, became active in his 
church, and started a small 
business that became suc¬ 
cessful. Later, he was 
asked to become the 
Executive Director of 
Good Will Industries in the 
metropolitan community 
in which he lived. He did, 
and he made the most of a 
bad situation. 

As a teenager, I was 
introduced to Invictus, a 
poem written by the 
English poet, William 
Ernest Henly, who experi¬ 
enced some of the bad 
things of life. Yet, moving 
beyond those bad things, 
he wrote, “I am the master 
of my fate; I am the captain 
of my soul.” 

Bad things happen, but 
they don’t have to destroy. 
Instead of stumbling 
blocks, they can become 
stepping stones to some¬ 
thing better.

Litter pickups are held at 
least four times per year or 
as many times as necessary 
to keep adopted areas rea¬ 
sonably litter-free. The 
Cabinet coordinates three 
annual clean-up efforts.

Legislature entering 
final weeks of 2014 


We are moving into the 
final few weeks for the 2014 
Regular Session. Although 
the winter weather played 
havoc on the legislative 
schedule this past week, 
forcing cancellation of leg¬ 
islative action on Monday, 
the House still dealt with 
several bills. 

One of the bills that has 
generated the most attention 
thus far this session is House 
Bill 70, which seeks to place 
a constitutional amendment 
on the ballot to allow voters 
to decide if they want to 
restore the voting rights for 
people convicted of non-vio¬ 
lent felonies who have com¬ 
pleted all other requirements 
of their sentence. The House 
passed the bill a few weeks 
ago. The House and Senate 
can not agree on HB 70 so it 
will go to a conference com¬ 
mittee made up of House 
and Senate members in an 
attempt to hammer out an 
agreement. 

Legislation that would 
allow Kentuckians who are 
prescribed various medica¬ 
tions to receive them the 
same day of each month 
passed out of a House com¬ 
mittee. House Bill 395 
allows for the synchroniza¬ 
tion of prescriptions so 
patients who now receive 
their refills at various times 
each month could instead get 
them all on one set day. 

This week also marked the 
end of filing new bills with 
the deadline in the House 
passing on Tuesday and in 
the Senate on Thursday. In 
total more than 580 bills 
were filed in the House, and 
nearly 200 in the Senate. 

The majority of these bills 
will more than likely not 
become law before the 
scheduled end of the session 
next month, but some of 
them could be debated in the 
interim and come back up 
for consideration for the next

session in January. 

One bill that is expected to 
come up next week is the 
proposed two-year budget 
for the Commonwealth. 
There has been much debate 
about the next budget, given 
the continued economic dol¬ 
drums Kentucky remains in, 
which equates to less rev¬ 
enue for the Commonwealth. 
When the Governor pro¬ 
posed the budget to the 
General Assembly nearly 
eight weeks ago, it included 
nearly $2 billion in new debt 
and continued budget cuts to 
state agencies and our public 
universities. 

While it remains to be 
seen what the budget bill 
will look like when it reach¬ 
es the House floor, it is my 
hope that it does not place a 
massive amount of debt on 
you the taxpayer. We need 
to examine ways to become 
more fiscally responsible and 
explore ways to bring more 
jobs to Kentucky, which is 
the best way to increase pay 
for everyone, grow our econ¬ 
omy, and fund our schools 
and state services.

Senate focuses on technical 
fixes and niche issues 


So much for Global 
Warming. It’s hard to recall 
a March with this much 
snow on the ground. I’m 
hopeful that Kentucky will 
finally get some milder 
weather as we move toward 
the end of the month. As 
we kicked the snow off our 
shoes, the work on the floor 
of the Senate centered on 
cleaning up statutory lan¬ 
guage, fixing some areas of 
recent laws and addressing 
niche issues. We also recog¬ 
nized an historic landmark 
as thousands gathered out¬ 
side the capital to com¬ 
memorate the fiftieth 
anniversary of the March 
on Frankfort led by Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. 

May 5, 1964, Dr. King led 
10,000 to the capital in sup¬ 
port of the Kentucky Civil 
Rights Act. 

Off of the floor, the 
members and staff of the 
Majority Caucus have been 
busy reviewing the budget 
situation in preparation for 
the House’s budget bill. 
Even though we do not 
have an actual piece of leg¬ 
islation to work with, we 
still anticipate certain 
requests and appropriations, 
and can be ready to work 
quickly when the bill 
comes out of the House.

One piece of legislation 
that passed the Senate this 
week, and generated a lot 
of discussion, was Senate 
Bill 81. The bill would 
define terms regarding 
employment, specifically 
“contractor”, “person”, 
“prime contractor” and 
“subcontractor.” Under the 
bill, any person determined 
to be independent contrac¬ 
tor is not eligible for 
employee benefits or 
wages. It would also allow 
for an appeal process to cir¬ 
cuit court in the county 
where the person resides or 
where the person has his 
principal office. 

To ensure the information 
is clear and people under¬ 
stand the changes, Senate 
Bill 81 would require the 
Labor Cabinet develop a 
corresponding training pro¬ 
gram to educate public and 
workers on classification 
criteria used by Labor 
Cabinet as well as a work¬ 
place poster. The measure 
also sets penalties for viola¬ 
tion of misclassification. 
The House will now con¬ 
sider the bill. 



Also, we passed SB 122, 
which I sponsored that 
reorganizes the Department 
of Revenue for better func¬ 
tionality. 

Senate Bill 36 reduces 
the time period for the right 
of redemption of real prop¬ 
erty from one year to six 
months. After researching 
the issue, no cases of 
redemption after six months 
could be found. This legis¬ 
lation helps purchasers 
rehabilitate and sell these 
properties rather than leav¬ 
ing them empty and vulner¬ 
able to crime, vandalism 
and other misuse that not 
only hurts the value of the 
property, but those in its 
vicinity. The bill passed the 
Senate. 

Two bills regarding the 
“conceal and carry a deadly 
weapon” (CCDW) license 
process also received pas¬ 
sage this week. Senate Bill 
100 speeds up CCDW 
licensing by a simple meas¬ 
ure; allowing electronic 
applications for licenses 
and renewals. This will take 
advantage of modem tech¬ 
nology and make the 
licensing process more effi¬ 
cient. The convenience of 
the electronic application 
will cost the applicant ten 
more dollars, but if the 


applicant does not want to 
pay that, the paper applica¬ 
tion is available at the cur¬ 
rent cost. 

Regarding personal pro¬ 
tection, Senate Bill 106 
would permit a person pro¬ 
tected by an EPO or DVO 
to be issued a temporary 
CCDW for the period of the 
protective order. A back¬ 
ground check by the State 
Police would be required, 
and the recipient will have 
to receive training within 
45 days in order for the 
provisional to convert to a 
full CCDW license. 

Thank you for the oppor¬ 
tunity to serve and for 
keeping in touch regarding 
issues of legislation.

The sheriff’s office responded to 14,049 
calls around Lincoln County in 2013 — 3,289 
more calls than the 10,760 it handled in 2009. 

Stanford EMS saw the largest percentage 
increase over the five-year span looked at. The 
number of calls handled by the ambulance 
service grew by more than 83 percent, from 
1,827 in 2009 to 3,345 in 2013. 

Overall, Lincoln County emergency agen¬ 
cies handled 29,368 calls through Bluegrass 
911 in 2013. That’s 8,252 — or 39.1 percent 
— more than the 21,116 handled in 2009. 

2013 doesn’t appear to be a fluke year of 
high call volumes — for all major agencies, 
call volume increased in each individual year 
in between 2009 and 2013, the analysis shows. 

“We are well aware of the circumstances 
that have changed,” Stanford Police Chief 
Keith Middleton said. “We have been fortu¬ 
nate that we have not had to curb a lot of serv¬ 
ice, but we have definitely had to prioritize our 
service.” 

Adding difficulty for Stanford police is the 
fact that their department’s size has been 
reduced while calls are on the rise, Middleton 
said. 

The Stanford Police Department had 10 full¬ 
time and three part-time officers in 2009; in 
2013, it had eight full-time and three part-time 
officers, Middleton said. 

“We were pushed then (in 2009),” he said. 
“You can imagine how it is now.” 

Sheriff Curt Folger said his office is current¬ 
ly making things work with himself, six 
deputies and six part-time special deputies on 
patrol. 

In 2009, Folger said his department had nine 
deputies and five special deputies. 


Folger said the number of calls his office 
deals with — which are 47.8 percent of all 
Lincoln County calls in 2013, according to the 
analysis — is due in part to deputies aggres¬ 
sively pursuing crimes. 

Folger said he and his deputies try to be “out 
there, trying to create havoc for the criminals 
and the drug dealers." 

“I’m not going to say that other counties 
don’t work hard,” Folger said. “I’m just saying 
that I feel like my department is very aggres¬ 
sive. My team is very aggressive about fight¬ 
ing crime.” 

Thefts, general complaints 
contributing to rise 

Folger and Middleton both said they’ve 
seen theft reports increasing over the last few 
years. 

Folger said in Lincoln County, he estimates 
theft reports have increased 25 percent in the 
last three years. 

Middleton blamed additional thefts in 
Stanford on the recent recession and sluggish 
recovery. True economic recovery has yet to 
reach Lincoln County, Middleton argued, “if 
there ever is a recovery.” 

Middleton said some people in Stanford 
don’t realize how much the workload has 
grown for police and “live in a shell,” believ¬ 
ing they are safe and police have easy jobs. 

“They live in this fantasy world from the 
1960s. They are uneducated and they have no 
clue about what it takes to police a communi¬ 
ty,” Middleton said. “The problem I see is ... 
there are particular council members and there 
are particular people out in the community 
who are running for office who think they can 
just cut, cut, cut and they have no true idea of 
how they’re going to generate revenue.”

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Lancaster, said while the bill doesn’t eliminate 
911 call centers’ need for local funding, it 
would resolve issues with depreciating income 
from cell phones. 

“It will solve the 911 cell phone issue 
because the bill (ties the rate to the CPI) so we 
don’t have to go back to the legislature to get it 
raised again,” Clark said. 

Data from the Federal Communications 
Commission shows that from 2000 to 2012, the 
number of cell phones in Kentucky skyrocket¬ 
ed, from a little more than 1 million accounts in 
2000 to nearly 4 million in 2012. 

Over the same time period, landline accounts 
fell from about 2.2 million to 1.6 million. 

Clark has said that since the rise of cell 
phones, a majority of calls coming in to 
Bluegrass 911 come from mobile devices, but 
fees on those mobile devices provide a much 
smaller part of the call center’s funding. 

Statewide, supporters of the bill say about 20 
percent of Finding for local 911 call centers 
comes from the state’s fee on cell phones, but 
75 percent of calls handled by those centers 
come from cell phones. 

Clark and others with agencies involved with 
911 funding have been talking about the need 
for improved Finding from cell phones for 
years, but nothing has been passed through the 
legislature. 

The current bill is sponsored by 13 represen¬ 
tatives, including House Speaker Greg Stumbo. 
It also has support from 11 government and 
public-safety organizations, including the 
Kentucky League of Cities, the Kentucky 
Association of Counties, the Kentucky 
Sheriff’s Association, the Kentucky 
Association of Chiefs of Police and the interna¬ 
tional and local chapters of the Association of 
Public-Safety Communications Officials. 

But the bill has been struggling to move for¬ 
ward in the state house. 

The bill may be dead in the water this time 
around because House Republicans are wary of 
increasing the 70-cent fee, said John Wilson, 
Garrard County judge-executive and Bluegrass 
911 board chairman. 

“As a Republican, I don’t like taxes either, 
but if they had had the foresight in 1998 to put 
this on the consumer price index, that’s what 
you’d get,” Wilson said. “It’s probably not 


going to go this time unless they get some 
Republicans to (sign on).” 

Clark said an obstacle to Republican support 
is apparently the fact that many of them signed 
an agreement promising not to increase taxes or 
fees. While they like everything else in the bill, 
they don’t like the 30-cent increase, he 
explained. 

Wilson said House Democrats don’t plan to 
call for a vote on the bill unless they can get 
support from the other side of the aisle, because 
they don’t want to have House Democrats 
“take a hard vote” just to see the bill die in the 
Republican-controlled senate. 

House Minority Leader Jeff Hoover did not 
return a call asking for a comment on the bill 
before press time. 

The bill has also been struggling from a lack 
of attention from voters. An alert email sent out 
from KACo on Tuesday stated that the legisla¬ 
tive message line had only received five calls 
pushing legislators to pass House Bill 391. 

Calls in support of a particular bill made to 
the legislative message line result in a “green 
slip” being delivered to the caller’s representa¬ 
tive or senator. The KACo email warned time 
was running out and encouraged people to 
begin generating interest in the bill via green 
slips. 

“House Bill 391 cannot get a committee 
hearing unless we have more representatives 
willing to vote for it, both Republicans and 
Democrats,” the email reads. “...We need to 
get some green slips to every member of the 
house today in a demonstration of tangible sup¬ 
port for House Bill 391." 

State Rep. David Meade, R-Stanford, said 
Friday no one in Frankfort had asked him 
where he stands on the bill yet and he is unsure 
how he would vote on it if it were called imme¬ 
diately. 

Meade represents three counties, including 
Lincoln, which Bluegrass 911 provides cover¬ 
age for. 

Meade said in February that representatives 
were still gathering input on the bill. 

"All of us in the General Assembly are con¬ 
cerned and are aware that we need to find Find¬ 
ing mechanisms for the folks who are our first 
line of defense in saving lives and keeping our 
communities safe," Meade said. "I think we are 
all dedicated to doing that. We just want to 
complete our research on this bill and make 
sure this is the best way of doing that."

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pened in the area recently. 

They’ve also been charged 
by the Garrard Sheriff with 
burglary and criminal mis¬ 
chief, and KSP have brought 
charges against Ronnie Camel 
for stealing a credit card from 
a vehicle and using it fraudu¬ 
lently in Danville, according 
to jail records. 

“They was just rummaging 
through unlocked vehicles and 
looking for money, anything 
of value to take, to pawn....

Taylor and Dewey Camel 
were arrested by Lincoln 
deputies on Friday, shortly 
afrer someone burglarized a 
Gentry Drive residence in the 
Stanford area. 

“They had just leF the resi¬ 
dence afrer they had broke in 
and took some copper tub¬ 
ing,” Folger said. “We located 
them and found the items that 
was used.” 

Ronnie Camel had already 
been arrested by Lincoln 
deputies on March 4 for fla¬ 
grant non-support and non¬ 
payment of fines. An investi¬ 
gation conducted by the 
Lincoln County Sheriff’s 
Office led to the determination 
that Ronnie Camel had been 
involved with Dewey Camel 
and Davis in recent crimes, 
Folger said. 

The investigation led to the 
Garrard County Sheriff’s 


Office charging the three for a 
recent home invasion and 
KSP investigating them for 
illegal credit card use in 
Danville, Folger said. 

KSP spokesman Trooper 
Robert Purdy confirmed state 
police are pursuing charges 
against the three, but said 
details about that investigation 
weren’t immediately avail¬ 
able. Danville Police Chief 
Tony Gray said Tuesday that 
Danville police are “in com¬ 
munication with” Folger 
about the possibility that the 
three are responsible for 
recent car break-ins in 
Danville. 

No one with the Garrard 
County Sheriff’s Office had 
responded to a call asking for 
a comment on the case prior to 
press deadline.

like burglaries in progress and theft reports 
doesn’t reveal any obvious increases over the 
five-year period. But Bluegrass 911 Director 
Russ Clark said that’s because specific classi¬ 
fications of calls have changed multiple times 
over the years, which can make it hard to pin¬ 
point exactly how many of one specific type 
of crime occurred. 

Clark said 911 dispatchers have seen 
increases across-the-board for the call center’s 
two-county area and there hasn’t been a 
noticeable decrease in any type of call. 

One area where calls have definitely sky¬ 
rocketed is in the “general complaint” catego¬ 
ry, which functions as a catchall for a wide 
variety of calls dealt with by police. 

According to the analysis, more than 56 
percent of the increase in calls handled by 
Stanford police is due to general complaints; 
95.9 percent of the increase for the sheriff’s 
office is due to general complaints. 

Folger said general complaints can be pret¬ 
ty much anything, from someone knocking on 
windows to trespassing complaints to people 
who are fighting. 

“It just keeps us very, very busy,” Folger 
said. 

Need for staffing increases 

Middleton and Folger both said they expect 
the number of calls they handle to continue 
increasing. 

“We are as low manpower-wise as we can 
go and still provide the coverage,” Middleton 
said. 

In order to maintain good coverage for 
Stanford if calls do continue to increase, 


Middleton said the most economically viable 
option is to find and hire more part-time offi¬ 
cers, who don’t receive retirement, health 
insurance or other benefits. 

“Part-timers give us a lot more bang for the 
buck,” he said. “You’ve got to have your base 
of full-time officers but if you can subsidize 
that with part-time officers, then you can pret¬ 
ty well cover everything you need to cover. 
That’s how we’re going to have to combat 
this.” 

Middleton said the police department can 
pay for about three part-time officers for the 
same cost of one Fill-time officer with bene¬ 
fits. 

How the city might come up with the 
money to increase its police force is a differ¬ 
ent problem, one Middleton thinks boils down 
to increasing economic activity in order to 
generate more revenue. 

“We haven’t had a true economic develop¬ 
ment plan in this city for years,” Middleton 
said. “I don’t know what the future is going to 
hold. I don’t know what the answer is. I think 
there has to be some true economic develop¬ 
ment put into place that will ensure growth for 
the whole city." 

Folger said the numbers show Lincoln 
County could need more manpower eventual¬ 
ly, too. 

“We’ll do our job whether we get another 
deputy or not,” he said. “But the numbers 
should speak for themselves.”

Officers auction off goods, shave off 
hair to support Lincoln deputy clerk

H air was going out of 
style fast Saturday at 
a special fundraising 
event for a beloved member 
of the Lincoln County law 
enforcement community. 

Around 40 police officers, 
deputies, constables, state 
troopers, jail employees and 
many others volunteered to 
publicly lose however much 
hair was on their heads in an 
effort to support Donna 
Sheron, a Lincoln County 
Sheriff’s Department deputy 
clerk who was recently diag¬ 
nosed with brain and lung 
cancer. 

“I don’t know how enough 
to thank you guys. I’ve never 
been so humbled in my life 
to see all this outpouring 
from family and friends and 
loved ones,” Sheron said. 
"It’s just been so awesome.” 

Close to 200 people 
attended the event, which 
was held inside the Stanford 
Fire Department’s garage. 

Early estimates were that 
donations and funds from 
refreshments and a live auc¬ 
tion had raised $4,000- 
$5,000 to help Sheron with 
her medical expenses. 
Donations continued rolling 
in following the event and by 
Tuesday morning, Sheron 
said about $6,500 has been 
raised. 

Sheron has been undergo¬ 
ing chemotherapy treatments 
for her lung cancer and radi¬ 
ation treatments for her brain 
cancer. She said her treat¬ 


ments are doing what they’re 
supposed to do and she 
thinks things are going well. 

“I’m just sure that God has 
everything in control,” she 
said. 

Despite her treatments, 
Sheron has continued to 
come to work at the sheriff’s 
office. 

“I think I’m better off at 
work than sitting at home,” 
she said. “I get a little tired, 
but that’s OK.” 

Part of the funds raised 
came from an auction to 
have Sheriff Curt Folger 
shaved bald like many of his 
deputies. Phillip Russell 
wound up paying $300 to 
watch Folger lose his hair. 

“That was $300 dollars — 
that makes this the most 
expensive haircut in Lincoln 
County,” Folger said. 

The fundraiser gelled into 
a large event over the course 
of less than two weeks, after 
State Trooper Bob Amon 
came up with the idea. 

“He thought they should 
do something and he thought 
shaving heads would be a 
good thing to do,” Sheron 
said. “They’ve worked very 
hard, all of them.” 

Sheron is well-known 
throughout the local law 
enforcement community and 
has developed strong rela¬ 
tionships with many people 
in many different agencies. 
Folger has said many offi¬ 
cers view her as a motherly 
figure, which is why her 
diagnosis has been hard 
news.

Mike Mullins said he’s 
familiar with what Sheron is 
going through because he 
lost his wife more than a year 
ago to cancer.

“I wouldn’t have done it 
for nobody else, but this is a 
good cause,” he said.

Patriots' rally falls short against Warriors in regional semifinals

SOMERSET — The 
Lincoln County boys’ win 
streak and season are over. 

Lincoln was on a streak of 
18 straight wins coming into 
Monday night’s 12th Region 
semifinal game with 
Southwestern, but the 
Warriors would deny Lincoln 
a 19th “W” and a spot in the 
regional final by handing the 
Patriots a 66-60 loss at 


Pulaski County. 

Justin Edwards, a 6-5 for¬ 
ward and the 12th Region 
Player of the Year, and Dylan 
Gaskin, a 6-4 center, com¬ 
bined for 41 points and 19 
rebounds to lead 
Southwestern over Lincoln to 
snap the win streak. 

“Their big kids hurt us 
inside,” Lincoln coach Jeff 
Jackson said. “Their size 
inside really hurt us, and I 


thought Edwards just played 
like the 12th Region Player of 
the Year that he is.” 

Edwards’ and Gaskins’ 
presence in the middle 
seemed to be a factor in 
Lincoln’s offensive off night 
all night. With the exception 
of a 7-for-13 3-point shooting 
stretch in the first half, 
Lincoln (26-6) struggled 
offensively in the regional 
semis. Overall, the Patriots 


were at 38 percent (21-for- 
56) from the field, starting out 
1-for-12 from two-point 
range. 

“We knew coming into the 
season that it could be inter¬ 
esting size-wise, and coming 
into tonight that was our con¬ 
cern. They made some plays 
and I thought their size really 
hurt us,” said Jackson. 

Despite trailing by nine 
points in the third quarter, 


Lincoln had itself in position 
to pull out the win. 

Neil Conley, who finished 
with 15 points on 5-for-6 3- 
point shooting, nailed his fifth 
triple of the game with 1 
minute, 11 seconds to go to 
tie the game at 60-all.

Lincoln rolls past East 
Jessamine 76-50 in 
first round of region

SOMERSET — At this time of the year, 
high school basketball teams know that to stay 
alive in regionals they have to win. There are 
no do-overs, no second chances, it’s win or go 
home. 

The Lincoln County boys, who for the past 
four seasons have had to “go home” in the first 
round of regionals, kept themselves alive in 
the 2014 12th Region Tournament by eliminat¬ 
ing East Jessamine 76-50 in the opening round 
Friday night at Pulaski County High School. 

The Patriots trailed early but used a 13-2 run 
to take a 19-10 lead in the first quarter, and 
they never looked back. Lincoln (26-5) led by 
14 points at the half then stretched its lead to as 
much as 26 points in the third quarter en route 
to the victory. 

“We won. We’re advancing. This time of 
year you want to continue to play and we get 
to continue,” Lincoln coach Jeff Jackson said. 
“It wasn’t our best game. We did some good 
things, but we weren’t real crisp. We’ve not 
played that way in a little while. But the impor¬ 
tant thing is is we’re playing next week. That’s 
all that counts.” 

The win moved Lincoln into the semifinal 
round against Southwestern (24-5). The 
Warriors blew out host Pulaski County 86-57 
in the first game Friday. 

In the night’s second game, East (19-12)

owned the early lead with 
Hayden Smith, who had a 
game-high 21 points, knock¬ 
ing down two 3-pointers and 
T.J. Downey, who finished 
with 11 points, adding a 
bucket to keep the Jaguars up 
8 - 6 . 

The East Jessamine team 
that came out Friday was a 
stark contrast to the team that 
Lincoln pummeled 66-28 
early in December. 

“Chris (Coach O’Bryan) 
does a great job with his kids 
and they’ve really improved 
as the year has moved on,” 
said Jackson. “They’d won 8 
out of 10 coming into this. 
Their only losses have been 


to West Jessamine in the dis¬ 
trict finals and to Mercer a lit¬ 
tle bit earlier. They have been 
playing real well and scoring 
a lot of points.” 

But they wouldn’t outscore 
Lincoln, and there was no 
confusion about how the 
Patriots took control of the 
game. They simply turned up 
the defense after the Jags’ 
opening run, holding East to 
14 percent (l-for-7) shooting 
from the field and forcing 
four turnovers over a span of 
3 minutes, 30 seconds as they 
outscored the Jaguars 13-2 to 
take a 19-10 lead. 

Jacob Conway, who had 15 
points and 12 rebounds for 
the Patriots, ignited the 13-2 
run with a deep 3-pointer. 
Andrew Wilks, who also had 


15 points and grabbed eight 
rebounds, followed with a 
bucket and Timmy Taylor, 
who had 13 points, 11 assists 
and six steals, hit two free 
throws to make it 13-10 with 
1:57 left in the first.

know what I was thinking. It 
shows you my focus before 
the game.” 

Smith had 11 of his 21 
points in the books in the first 
quarter. The junior guard 
sank three more free throws 
at the end of the first to make 
it 19-13. 

East, which shot 36 percent 
(17-for-47) from the field for 
the game, didn’t get much 
opportunity to challenge the 
Lincoln lead in the second 
quarter as the Patriots held 
the Jags to 3-for-7 shooting 
and forced seven turnovers in 
the period. 

Lincoln, which shot 50 
percent (27-for-54) from the 
field, struggled a little in the 
second quarter as well, but 
still managed to build on its 
lead. Wilks, who pushed in 
seven points in the second 
quarter, scored on a putback 
with 3:18 left in the first half 
to give the Patriots their first 
double-digit lead at 26-16. 

The Patriots were up 16 as 
the half wound down, with 
Wilks getting a bucket, 
Taylor sinking two foul shots 
then converting on a three- 
point play, Brandon Pittman 
hitting one free throw toss 
and Neil Conley finishing 
with a 3-pointer to make it 
37-21. 

The margin was 37-23 at 
the half with Downey picking 
up two free throws. 


East was as close as 10 
points early in the second 
half, with Smith draining his 
third 3-pointer and Nathan 
Harper, who finished with 11 
points, converting on a three- 
point play to make it 39-29 
with 6:20 to go in the third 
quarter.

one of two free throws to edge 
Southwestern ahead by one, 
but a layup attempt by Jacob 
Conway wouldn’t fall. 

Conway, who led Lincoln 
with 18 points and 9 rebounds, 
would miss again with 30 ticks 
left on the clock after an 
Edwards’ goal made it 63-60. 

“We tied it. They got up one. 
We got the ball in the paint and 
didn’t score. Then they got the 
three-point lead that was really 
huge,” Jackson said. “We’ve 
got to make better decisions.

USDA enhances Farm Storage 
Facility Loan Program 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (U SD A) 

announced the expansion of 
the Farm Storage and 
Facility Loan program, 
which provides low-interest 
financing to producers. The 
enhanced program includes 
22 new categories of eligi¬ 
ble equipment for fruit and 
vegetable producers, and 
makes it easier for farmers 
and ranchers around the 
country to finance the 
equipment they need to 
grow and expand. 

This is part of a broader 
effort to help small and 
mid-sized farmers and 
ranchers, as said 
Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack. 


loans in excess of $50,000 
required a promissory note 
and additional security, 
such as a lien on real estate. 
Now loans up to $100,000 
can be secured by only a 
promissory note. 

“The Farm Storage and 
Facility Loan program has 
helped American farmers 
and ranchers to finance on- 
farm storage for almost 13 
years,” said Farm Service 
Agency Administrator 
(FSA), Juan M. Garcia. 
“We anticipate these 
changes will increase the 
number of individuals who 
qualify for these loans and 
help them access new mar¬ 
ket opportunities.” 

The low-interest funds 


Farm Storage and Facility 
Loan program will allow 
FSA State Committees to 
subordinate Commodity 
Credit Corporation’s lien 
position. 

These changes to the pro¬ 
gram were issued via an 
official notice to state and 
county Farm Service 
Agency offices and are 
effective immediately. 

More than 33,000 loans 
have been issued for on- 
farm storage, increasing 
grain storage capacity by 
900 million bushels since 
May 2000.

Producers with small and 
mid-sized operations, and 
specialty crop fruit and veg¬ 
etable growers, now have 
access to needed capital for 
a variety of supplies includ¬ 
ing sorting bins, wash sta¬ 
tions and other food safety- 
related equipment. A new 
more flexible alternative is 
also provided for determin¬ 
ing storage needs for fruit 
and vegetable producers, 
and waivers are available 
on a case-by-case basis for 
disaster assistance or insur¬ 
ance coverage if available 
products are not relevant or 
feasible for a particular pro¬ 
ducer. 

Additionally, Farm 
Storage and Facility Loans 
security requirements have 
been eased for loans 
between $50,000 and 
$100,000. Previously, all

Lincoln students complete restoration of1949 tractor

The Lincoln County 
Agriculture Power and 
Machinery class and FFA 
have turned a heap of tractor 
parts into a farm machinery 
classic. 

The 13 industrious stu¬ 
dents - Alex Hancock, 
Garrett Horn, Matthew 
Taylor, Tanner Erlandson, 
Jordan Saylor, Kody 
Cornelius, Griffin Harness, 
Ben McFerron, Blake 
Cochran, Hunter Gilpin, 
Wade Goode, Daniel Mason 
and Tanner Johnson - used 
their time and talents to 
transform that heap of parts 
into a completely restored 
orange 1949 Case SC tractor. 

The students were given the 
tractor parts at the start of the 
school yearin August, and 
four months later in 
December, they had in front 
of them the completed proj¬ 
ect. 

“At the beginning of the 
school year, the tractor was 
in pieces on the shop floor 
and it looked like there was 
no hope of seeing this 


antique back to its original 
state,” said Denise Thomas, 
LCHS agriculture teacher 
who oversaw the project. 
“However, with a lot of vol¬ 
unteer hours and interested 
individuals, the tractor is 
now a show piece.” 

Thomas came up with the 
idea for the tractor restora¬ 
tion project last fall while 
trying to come up with a spe¬ 
cial project for her students. 

“I wanted to include a proj¬ 
ect the students would 
remember and be proud of,” 
she said. 

But Thomas said limited 
skills and resources were a 
concern - and then she 
thought... 

“I lacked the skill and 
resources to restore a tractor. 
That is when I decided to ask 
for help from the agriculture 
community,” Thomas said. 

Volunteers came through to 
help solve the problem for 
Thomas and so the process 
began, and a tractor was 
restored - and new friend¬ 
ships made. 

“I never thought it would 


turn out that we would gain 
so much more than just a 
great learning experience,” 
said Thomas. “Mr. Gene 
Hampton, whose hobby is 
restoring and selling trac¬ 
tors, is now a familiar face 
in the shop, and we think he 
is the best. The students 
always ask if Gene is volun¬ 
teering today. He has been 
working with our students 
as a volunteer several days a 
week.” 

“Garrard Automotive’s 
George Jackson, a former 
vocational school teacher, 
worked with us on securing 
tractor parts at a reduced 
rate,” she added. 

Rubber was needed to help 
complete the project, with 
four tires needed to make 
the tractor functional. 
Thomas found a solution for 
that problem as well. 

“While attending the 
National FFA Convention I 
learned of the Titan Tire 
FFA Antique Tractor 
Restoration Program and 
applied for a new set of tires 
for the Case tractor,” she 


Sales top a record $1.14 
million at Beef Expo 


Beef cattle buyers spent a 
record $1,141,175 on 448 
lots at the 2014 Kentucky 
Farm Bureau Beef Expo 
Feb. 28-March 2 at the 
Kentucky Exposition 
Center. 

The average of $2,547.27 
per head also set a record, 
the Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture’s Division of 
Show and Fair Promotion 
reported. The total was 5.4 
percent higher than that of 
the 2013 sale, and the aver¬ 
age was up 7.9 percent over 
the previous year. 

“This was a remarkable 
sale, especially considering 
that the threat of impending 
severe weather led some 
buyers and exhibitors to 
leave early,” Agriculture 
Commissioner James 
Comer said. “The success 
of this year’s Beef Expo 
shows the strength of 


Kentucky’s beef cattle 
industry. I want to com¬ 
mend the Show and Fair 
Promotion staff for their 
efforts to keep the Beef 
Expo growing.” 

The Beef Expo surpassed 
$1 million in sales for the 
third consecutive year. 
Consignors from 16 states 
brought animals to the Beef 
Expo. 

The sale topper was the 
grand champion Beefalo 
bull, consigned by Kyle 
Skidmore of 

Shepherdsville, which 
fetched a top bid of $9,700. 
The reserve champion 
Simmental bull, consigned 
by Wesner Livestock 
Enterprises of Chalmers, 
Ind., sold for $9,500. Two 
females each brought 
$8,500: the grand champion 
Simmental, consigned by 
Hudson Pines Farm of 


Sleepy Hollow, N.Y., and 
the reserve champion 
Angus, consigned by 
Buckner & Jeffries of 
Canmer. The top-selling 
pen in the Pen Heifer Sale 
was the champion commer¬ 
cial spring-bred heifer pen, 
consigned by DeBord 
Farms of Somerset, which 
sold for $7,500. 

The Angus sale led the 
way with an average of 
$3,761.81 per lot, followed 
by the Simmental sale at 
$3,639.44. The Pen Heifer 
Sale generated sales of 
$214,225 for 115 lots. 

Youth exhibitors showed 
333 cattle in the Junior 
Show, including 156 from 
Kentucky. The judging con¬ 
test attracted a record 207 
participants — 126 senior 
participants and 81 juniors 
— including 32 senior 
teams and 19 junior teams.
